KprinKllckl Journal. 


"Hanson," the Southern correspond- 


ent of the Cincinnati Gazette,, has been 


isiting Jackson, Miss., while some of 
the parties connected with the murder 
of Judge Chisholm in Kempcr county 
were on trial in the United States court 
there 
for interfering with 
political 


meeting's. He writes that it was by 
way of preparation for this trial that 
Judge Chisholm and his associate Gil- 
mer were murdered. 
All the 
other 


witnesses except two have been driven 
out of the state by the indicted demo- 
crats, and these two will probably be 
induced to follow before the end of 
January, the time to which the trial 
'has been postponed. 


The 
Gti'.ctte correspondent "inter- 


viewed" Mrs. Chisholm, who informed 
him that her husband's murderers con- 
sisted of his neighbors, many of whom 
owed him for the very bread 
which 


they ate on the day of his assassination. 
They were made up of people of all 
religious notions—only agreeing in be- 
ing the blindest of democrats—includ- 
ing Catholics, Presbyterians, and she 
said she noticed two Methodist class 
loaders who were very active all through 
the matter. 


There appears to be a determined 


feeling in Kemper county that the men 
who butchered Judge Chisholm and his 
family shall not be brought to answer 
for that crime, and the feeble sentiment 
in favor of justice that has been arous- 
ed in other parts of the State is not 
sufficient to set the machinery of the 
law in motion. It is not surprising un- 
der the circumstances, to read that the 
honest and law abiding are steadily dis- 
posing of their property and removing 
from the state. 
Mrs. Chisholm is anx- 


ious to dispose of her property in Mis- 
sissippi, and, with the remnant of her 
family (two boys), remove to a Northern 
state. 
It is safe to say that a locality 


where assassination not only goes un- 
punished, but is approved, is a good one 
toremme from, and offers no induce- 
ment to the immigration of the better 
class of people.

THE crisis in France is growing ug- 


lier in appearance, the left still persist- 
ing in its refusal to allow the budget to 
be brought in. The budget committee, 
while refusing to make a report, sent in 
M. Jules Ferry on yesterday to inform 
the ministry that they considered the 
question of parliamentary government 
involved ; that the chamber could not 
disarm while the president refused to 
disarm ; and. finally, that they would 
only grant the budget to a pailiamen- 
tary ministry. 
M Kouher, on tho part 


of the conservotive minority demanded 
that M. Ferry's statement be accepted 
as the report of the committee in order 
that the question might be brought be- 
fore the chamber, but the proposition 
wus rejected by the very decided vote 
of 328 to 197. 
This vote does not in- 


dicate that the chamber is likely to re- 
cede from its contumacious position 
very soon. Gambetta seized the oppor- 
tunity of the discussion to declare, with 
his usual 
scntentiousnrss, that the 


chamber would "only hnnd over the re- 
sources of the country when those in 
power bowed beforo the popular will," 
but there is a possibility, in spite ot M 
Gumbetta's assertion, that the resources 
of the country will nevertheless be 
forthcoming. 
The special 
grievance 


with that body just at present is the 
extra-parliamentary ministry which Mar- 
shal MacMahon has lately organized, 
and which the chamber steadily refuses 
to recognize. But the new constitution 
.specially authorizes the president to go 
outside of the legislature whenever he 
chooses in making up his cabinet, and 
it is apparent, theiefore, that in holding 
itself aloof from such a ministry it is 
trying to maintain itself in an unconsti- 
tutional position. By so doing it gives 
the marshal president an excellent pre- 
text for dissolving the chamber, and 
there are signs that ha will not wait 
long in seizing the pretext.—Chvago 
Tiaiet, Dfv. B.

fluences than in other cuies, TU> think 
the views of the board applicable cl?e- 
whcie. 
Here, filthy quarters are con- 


demned 
and 
vacated, cess-pools arc' 


filled up, contaminated well* which car- 
ry 
typhoid 
fever closed, epidemics 


stamped out summarily, medicines gra- 
tuitously issued to all asking for them, 
and in every manner our board exercises 
jts plenary power to improve the condi- 
tion of our poor. Why then should 
the death rate of the colored people be 
so great? 
Out of 117 still births 107 


were colored. The same 
proportion 


holds good in the cases of infanticide 
reported, and without regard to age or 
sex or condition there seems a fearful 
disproportion of death against them.— 
During the war, as shown by the surgeon 
general's report, the colored soldier Buf- 
fered a percentage cf 
sickness and 


deuth just double that of the white, 
and that too in the Mississippi valley, 
as well as in the higher latitudes, and 
\ve can consistently a«k, -Has not the 
white in this country, under all circum- 
stances, the greater vitality for resisting 
disease'7 Is the blnck race doomed to 
extinction?'

CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—The Inter-Ocean 


will contain the following in the mom- 
i"g: The German National (Henry 
Grcenbaum's) Bank lias decided to put 
its house, that is, its counting room in 
order and get out of business. 
This 


step is one that will not astonish the 
directors and stockholders at least, and 
it is not likely financial circles will be 
greatly surprised at the announcement. 
The general opinion entertained and 
expressed until a week or two ago, was 
that the German National Bank would 
pull through after its trying experiences 
of the panicky weeks, but for once the 
prevailing impression was incorrect, in 
a measure, at least. The drain 
on 


the resources of this institution has not 
only been great, but continuous since 
the financial" uneasiness of last August. 
The bank dies not because it was in a 
moribund condition, but really from 
mere exhaustion. 
Perhaps there are 


not half a dozen other banking houses 
in the city that could submit as fine an 
exhibit as that which the directors of 
the German National publish in these 
columns this morning. Another point 
to bo referred to here, in justice to the 
president of this institution, is that no 
matter what tiie individual opinions, of 
Mr, G-reenebaum may be, no one will 
deny that he had ''sand." The closing 
of the bank is at this time not an event 
which should occasion any undue unea- 
siness and unrest anionj; depositors.— 
The stockholders, through the directors, 
assure the public that theirs will be the 
loss if any one comes out second best 
It will not in any way interfere with or 
have any direct bearing upon the Ger- 
man 
Savings Bank, of 
which Mr. 


Greenebaum is also president. 
The 


one is entirely separate from the other, 
and depositors need not expect to see a 
red flap hanging out in front of each 
institution. Last evening the directors 
of the national bank-held a meeting, 
when the entire matter of the condition 
of the concern was freely and fully di^s- 
cussed, and action was taken, the rc.snlt 
of which is given in the following ch- 
cular, which will be made public in the 
moraine: 


THE NOTICE. 


The directors of the German Nation- 


al Bank respectfully submit to the de- 
positors of the institution that in the 
ordinary course of business tho bank 
hadin deposits July 1,1877,81,157,000 
Since that time our customers from one 
cause or another, have reduced the sum 
to $183.000, whieh is the total liability 
to depositors at the present time. We 
consider this good work, but can not, 
without some forbearance, continue it. 
The bank has abundant assets to pay 
every dollar to depositors and hare a 
handsome surplus, but tho managers 
require a little time to convert tho ef- 
fects into laoucy. We therefore request 
all depositors to forbear their drafts un- 
til we shall be able to meet them, which 
will be in a very short time. This 
course will enable us to pay in the most 
rapid manner, and avoid the unnecessary 
expense and delay of a receiver. 
We 


utter this assurance in good faith, and 
know that it can and will be kept.—

The German National Bank was or- 


ganized in 1872, with stock amounting 
to $500,000. 
Since that time it has 


been doing quite a large and lucrative 
business. The present amount of de- 
posits in the German Savings is $350,- 
000, a small amount, compared with 
what the books show previous to the 
July troubles. 
Your correspondent has 


information from a prominent stockhold- 
er to this effect that, if the drain con- 
tinues on the Savings Institution, its 
directors will probably put it into liqui- 
dation. The bank is making no money 
whataver, and it is only a waste of time 
to keep it above ground. 


DAYTON, 0., Dec. 7.—This morning 


F. W. Webb was arrested at the Bcckcl 
House, in this city, charged with impli- 
cation in a recent forgery committed in 
that city to the amount of over $14,000. 
PiKily was accompanied by Mr. George 
Rprigg, member of the firm of Bond k 
Allcrdice, Water street, Toledo, exten- 
sive dealers in hides, on which tJie for- 
gery was committed, having officer in 
Toledo; Peoria. 111., nnd Indianapolis. 
Webb had been in this city several days, 
stopping at the hotel under the name of 
Geo. E.~Wise. 
He had been followed 


to Newark, 0., under the name of Frank 
Falconer, by the officer and Sprigg. He 
escaped them there andeame to Dayton. 
Purdy telegraphed the police here and 
took the next train to the city as soon 
as Webb's destination had been ascer- 
tained. 
He met Webb at the entrance 


of the hotel just after breakfast. 
The 


forger showed resistance, but was cov- 
ered by a pistol, and submitted. 
He is 


said to only one of the party connected 
with the forgery, and if he gives the 
testimony wanted, he will not be pros- 
ecuted. The party left with the pris- 
oner on the 10 a. m. train for Toldedo. 
Webb was an agent of the firm and gen- 
eral superintendent. 


Latest information states that the 


amount of money obtained was not less 
than $20,000, but the !o-s of the firm by 
the capture of Webb will not be more 
than $4,000, the remaindet falling on a 
bank in Chicago. The money taken was 
all in currency, and has been obtained 
within the last two months.

KEPUBLICAN: — After crossing 


Iowa twice and spending a few days in 
Nebraska, I will say to you, that I find 
business generally mixed. 
Through 


western and northern Iowa crops of all 
kinds are good but prices low; corn 15 
to 18 cents. 
Southeast Iowa had three 


years rain, consequently no crops, plen- 
ty of mud and no money to pay old 
debts, or to buy goods for present or 
future use. 
Nebraska has a fine crop 


but brings but little money. 


At Hastings farmers bring in a load 


of corn and dumps it around town to 
parties having a pig or cow to feed, 
three bushels for 25 cents. Now what 
would our Macon county farmers think 
of that? But that is not all— they 
never grumble at fickle fortune, 
They 


are fortunate enough to have a fine 
crop of wheat, for which they get 80 
cents, and grain buyers are buying in 
that place from 50 to 150 loads per day. 
Omaha is the best town I found on my 
trip; everything cheap but hotel bills 
and rent; any kind of decent house will 
lent for $1,000 a year. 
One can be at 


the Union Pacific depot almost any day 
and see come in a car of buffalo, deer 
and elk quarters; it is as cheap as beef, 
and dcdlers say it is better this fall than 
for many years. I bought a few choice 
cuts and sent to my i'olks and Frank 
Hays. 


I find but few people west that like 


•'my policy," particularly the last one, 
on the '-silver policy," as the papers call 
it.

MR. LINCOLN AND CIVIL SERVICE 


Gath's Interview with John G. Nicolas', E\- 
Secretury of President Linuoln. 
"Did Mr. Lincoln, as President, have 


any experience with civil service re- 
form, or civil service reformers ?" 


"No. 
It was not even broached at 


that time." 


"Then nobody ran into the White 


House in a wild state of excitement 
and wanted the civil service taken out 
of politics?" 


"Nobody alluded to the subject at all. 


It never came up." 


"Do you remember to have heard or 


read any expression from Mr. Lincoln 
favoring eivil service reform ?" 


"No. 
Nothing of that kind crosses 


my mind. I don't think he was that 
type of mind." 


"Did you ever hear him say that tho 


subject of making political appoint- 
ments and doings was a matter of vexa- 
tion to him?" 


"Yes. 
I think I heard him express 


regret that the American people had 
such a universal passion to hold office. 
But Lincoln was a politician organi- 
cally. He had been in the primaries 
and small nomimuiiurcomentions. 
He 


wrote letters to Hcrndon and others at 
Springfield while he was in Congress, 
telling them to keep their ward and 
local organizations vigorous. 
He was 


for neglecting nothing that would make 
a party prompt and powerful in disci- 
pline." 


"Is a durable civil service reform 


probable or possible in this country, 
such as the reviews and special organs 
clamor for?" 


"No ; and you will see why in a min- 


ute. 
The presidency itself is in a per- 


petual revolution, equivalent to a new 
dynasty under a monarchy. There arts 
many Americans who are engaged in 
the labor of trying to secure, under one 
system, all the benefits of democracy 
and monarchy. "Why can we not have 
this and that?' they cry, pointing ti 
some other country. The gauge and 
groove of the two systems, from the 
base up, ate so different that they arc 
not interchangeable. 
A fixed civil ser- 


vice is a part of a fixed covernment ; a 
temporary civil service is inevitable in 
an elective government, which has it»- 
whole genius in periodical, peaceful 
revolution." 


"I suppose you are not in favor of a 


permanent Chief Magistrate ?" 


"Not at all. I am in favor of elec- 


tions and their logical consequences, a- 
wo have been having them. The evils 
of 
patronage are not as great as we 


would find the evils of bureaucracy and 
stagnation." 


I asked Mr Nicolay, also, about the 


formation of Lincoln's original Cabinet, 
and how Lincoln came to change it. 
As I write this from recollection I can 
only use his language approximately : 


"lie selected his cabinet," said Nico- 


lay, "in loyal obligation to the party 
which elected him, so as to recognize 
the services of each clement oi the 
par^y and of the geography of the vic- 
tory achieved as well. The battle states 
were Indiana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
Caleb Smith, Chase 
and 
Cameron 


therefore, went into the cabinet. 
But 


th«re were four quarters of the repub- 
lican party in the matter of its forma- 
tion; the Know-nothings, the Whigs, 
the Free-soil Democrats, and the Union 
or war Democrats. Of the last,Gideon 
Welles was representative. Bates, I 
suppose, of the know-nothings, Sewanl 
of the Whigs, and Blair, of the froo 
soil democrats. From the outs-et Sew- 
ard and Chase were rivals. Lincoln 
discharged his party duty with eimsoi- 
entiousness, and then with this hetero- 
geneous cabinet proceeded to his public 
duty. lie worked off, without a quar 
rel or scandal, Chape, Smith, Cameron 
and Blair. Bates got tired. At least 
twp of the cabinet were appointed for 
considerations of old acquaintance, too 
—Speed and Smith." Mr. Nicolay add- 
ed: "If we omit to do justice to the 
political, the partisan sagacity of Mr. 
Lincoln, we rob him of his greatest tal- 
ent. 
Ho did not run hither and thither 


in pnarch of expedients or to alter tra- 
ditional forms of doing things. 
He 


got the best out of the system just »n 
it was. And that is the reform to be 
attained under the republic; not altera- 
tion, but efficiency. 
Give democratic 


institutions as, they are their noblest, 
operations." 


IN SEW YORK. 


The New York 
World gives the fol- 


lowing item in relation to the orchards 
of Mr. C. S. Davis, of Orleans county, 
who has ninety acres in orchard, con- 
taining 2,500 apple trees, 500 of which 
were set in 1858 and the remainder in 
1862 and 1868. The young orchards 
cover fifty-five acres, and arc chiefly 
composed of the Baldwin, Rhode Island 
Greening and Roxburyrussct, with some 
autumn apples. 
He has besides these 


2,700 trees or bushes of the orange 
quince, covering ten acres and planted 
six and ten years ago. 
The yops from 


these quinces the last two seasons wore 
fifty and fifty-three barrels. 
Besides 


these there arc 2.000 peach trees, 350 
planted in 1858. the rest in 1805 anl 
1868-. The first 350 have yielded since 
planted over $4.000. 
There are al«-o 


2,000 standard 
pear trees, 1,000 of 


which are Martlets. From the firs; 
planted (100 in 1864) 100 barrels- have 
been picked.

"The Poor Ye Have with ye Always." 


A forcible reminder of the above say- 


ing of our Savior was noticeable on North 
Franklin street, in the person of two chil- 
dren, a boy and girl, apparently brother 
and sister, and evidently not more than 
five and seven years of age, the girl be- 
ing the older of the two. Their clothing 
was exceedingly thin and considerably 
torn, and upon their feet they wore what 
were once shoes, with holes so large that 
the toes protruded themselves into full 
view, while the soles were apparently not 
thicker than cloth. The little creatures 
were shivering with the cold, and thuir 
faces were fairly purple, so thoroughly 
chilled were they. 
We presume that 


these were simply representatives of a 
large number of children in the city, who 
are not only destitute of nil luxuries, but 
whose homes are not provided with food 
and raiment sufficient to prevent actual 
suffering. 


Those who arc blest with the comforts 


of life have but little idea of the actual 
amount of suffering there is right here in 
Decatur, on account of a lack of the nec- 
essaries of life, and many when made ac- 
quainted with cases of sufferingjcharge it 
up to laziness and bad management, and 
excuse themsclvesjfrom doing anything to 
relieve the suffering of the poor on that 
ground. It is quite probable that in many 
cases suffering is entailed upon small and 
helpless children by '.the shiftlessness of 
their parents, but it should be remember- 
ed that so far as the children are concern- 
ed suffering is unavoidable, and they are 
therefore entitled to the sympathy nnrl as- 
sistance of the public. We trust, there- 
fore, that a liberal spirit and policy will 
prevail among our people as to providing 
for the poor of the city the present win- 
ter. While it may not always be possible 
to discriminate between worthy and un- 
worthy objects of charity, we claim that 
it is better that a dozen be assisted who 
do not deserve it rather than that one 
should suffer who really needs and de- 
serves help, We hope that citizens will 
organize for systematic effort and co-ope- 
ration Jfor the relief of the poor. If a 
father and husband is a worthless drunk- 
ard, that fact furnishes the strongest of 
reasons why his wife and children should 
have the sympathy and assistance of the 
public, and the husband should be sought 
out and persuaded to better modes of 
life.

quire about the matter and learn bow 
much we could improve. I'pon voting, it 
was found that ail were agreed to try the 
"new plan." The first week showed quite 
a number late, but we have improved 
steadily, and having given it two months' 
trial, I am well pleased with the result. 


It affords me much pleasure to observe 


the hurried manner in which the pupils 
come to school when they suppose thnt 
they are nearly late; besides being rid of 
the annoyance caused by those who were 
formerly too thoughtless to cultivate the 
habit of punctuality.

The Number of Prisoners placed 


at Forty Thousand. 


THE BONAPARTIST PARTY LOOM- 


ING UP fN FRANCE. 


The Eande Case Continued to the 
February Term. 


ST. I'KTKR'SBunr,, Dec. 10 — Evening 


— The news of the fall of Plevna occa- 
sions great rejoicing here. 
The thea- 


ters are celebrating the victory by ad- 
ditions to the n«ual programme. 
En- 


thusiastic popular demonstrations in 
honor of the Imperial family and the 
army are made in the streets and public 
place0, where great crowds are assem- 
bled, cheering and singing the national 
anthem. 
The city is partially illumi- 


nated. 


Bogot. Dec. 10.— At 9:30 this morn- 


ing Osman 1'a'ha'p entire army attacked 
the "Russian gtenadier corps holding the 
line of investment on the left bank of 
the river Yid, endeavoring to force a 
passage. 
The attack was made with 


desperate energy, and a portion of the 
Turkish troopi- did in fact penetrate the 
line of entrencnment and batteries, but 
all attempts to break through the posi- 
tions of the grenadiers were1 ineffectual. 
After five hours' severe fighting, the 
Turks were defeated, and Osman Pasha, 
surrounded on all sides, was compelled 
to surrender with his whole army. 
Up 


to the present time it is impossible to 
estimate the number of Turkish pris 
oners or the fjuantity of war material 
taken. 
We only know everything in 


Plevna ha.s fallen into our hands. 
The 


.Russian losses are inconsiderable com- 
pared with the result obtained. 


New York. Dec. 11, — Special advices 


from 
Bucharest put the number of 


Turkish prisoners taken at Plevna at 
40,000, and the number of guns cap- 
tured i- t 400. 
The ground which was 


the scene of the sortie was literally 
strewn with thoui-aiiJs of dead and dy- 
ing. Osaian i'asha himself was severe- 
ly wounded before he could consent to 
surrender. His valor, which is describ- 
ed as depurate, is everywhere the 
theme of conversation. 
Cold, itisea&e 


and famine decimated the ranks and 
reduced the soldiers to living ekelctons. 
To aggravate their bufferings, there was 
no doctor and no medicine could lie ob- 
tained. 


There has been an important rise in 


all classes of Ku.ssian securities of tbe 
Londoa stock exchange, and they mhin- 
tain great fi 'mness, notwithstanding 
that large resizing sales have been 
thrown upon the market.
